It also has bean heid 
that tniacoverument conld not he ru- 
qi)ired tojxevent iu«n from takiiig pss- 
sa(e on a ship booud for Cuba' unless 
they wese a urilled and armed force. It 
is amwrent that a nice distinction may 
be made between what is and what is 
not filUnistering expeditions, if at- 
tempts should be made Iqr Auiariuans to 
assist the Caoau rebels.

San Fit\N(is( u, June II, — The steam- 
er Australia ariived yi sterday frcjiii 
Honolulu, bringing the following ad- 
vices, dated June 8: 

Andley J. Coote, an Australian, who 
is interestetl in different itables, arrived 
ou the 1st inst. to confer with the Ha- 
waiian government regarding the pro- 
posed Pacific cable. He lias ina le a 
prt)po.iitioii which will be ronsnh r. iL i y 
President Dole and his t alni.ei. .Mr. 
Coote will be in Wasliinglon ou the 1 iili 
of October. He represents a trenrli 
company which is willing to buiM a 
cable from Sydney to Sau Francisco, 
taking in Auckland, Samoa and Hono- 
lulu. He want.s tlie Hawaiian govern- 
ment to pay an annual subsidy, in i*'- 
tnru for which no charge will be made 
for official messages. He will make a 
similar propositiou to the United States. 
Mr. Coote feels confident that both gov- 
ernments will assist his company. He 
deeiaies that the cable will be built 
withiji 18 months. 

W. Armstrong has gone to Japan. 
It is believed that he has been seut to 
Japan by the Dole government to maice 
a new treaty iu place of the preseut 
one, which allows Japauese to come iu 
unhindered. 

William R. Coatle, the new minister 
to Washington, will leave this couutry 
accompanied by his family early iu 
August and expects to reach Washing- 
ton about the 1st of September.

A handful of nonnuiou paint- 
jrs who have liem at work on t lie iu- 
terior of the budding were att.i. ked ye.i- 
lerday afternoon by a party of union 
meu aud a desperate coulUct ruged for 
fully five miuates. Finally, when peace 
was restored, four nonunion men were 
led away to a neighboring drugstore to 
have their heads pateiied up. One of 
them, Adam Beyer, was so weak from 
loss of blood that he could hardly walk. 

The injured are: 

Adam i3eyer, cut on top of the head 
and right eye half gouged out. 

William Bliss, struck ou left temple 
with an iron tool, making a severe 
gash. 

Two other men were thrown down a 
flight of stairs and both received several 

cues and bruises. 

The police were not called to the 
scene of the fracas ami no orreste tl^ere 

made. 

The trouble arose because 10 painters 
not indorsed by the building trades 
council were working Jon the building. 
For some time the matter has been de- 
bated between the trades council ami 
William Jollies, foreman for the New 
York firm of Herger Brothers, who have 
the contract for the painting on Mr. 
Armotur's new home, and who employed 
the objectionable workmen. Saturday 
Alex L. McDonald, president at the 
painters' district council, went to Mr. 
J allies and told him that if the nonau- 
ion painters were not off the job Mon- 
day a strike would be declared on the 
work of all the other trades employed on 
the residence. 

The nonunion painters were not dis- 
charged, and when the strike came 
tightiug quickly ensued. The union 
men outnumbered their opponents, aud 
h..d the best of the encounter. A 
terrible war was waged for fully live 
minute.s before the foreman aud others 
I'ould induce tile participants to cease 
figlitiug. Haniiiieis, wrenches ami all 
sorts of tools were used in the combat, 
and oue after another of tlio men were 
felled by tlie blows, only to bob up 
again aud lenew the onslaught, Tlie 
union ucn were remarkably fortunate 
in escaping injury, probably l)ecause 
they had Isddpmrfeot plana for the at> 

tack. 

It was only when l-"oreniau Jallies 
came running up and waved tho white 
flag that tlie attack of the union men 
ceased. He signed the agreement pre- 
sente<l by the tra«les.' council aud im- 
mediately afterward discharged the ob- 
jectionable men, 10 in number. They 
went away — tho.se of them who could 
walk — but declared they would prose- 
cute both the contractors who had dis- 
charged them and the oniOB OMB WhO 
had assaulted them.
